With  tears  in  his  eyes,  nationalist 
ambassador  Yu-Chi  Hsueh  left  the  country 
for  good  at  almost  the  same  moment  that 
external  affairs  Minister  Mitchell  Sharp 
rose  in  the  House  of  Commons  to  deliver 
the  announcement. 

Hsueh  told 
reporters. 

The  announcement  climaxed  20  months 
of  tedious,  plodding  negotiations  in 
Stockholm  by  the  Canadian  and  Red 
Chinese  ambassadors  to  Sweden. 

Sharp  said  the  Canadian  government 
fully  accepted  Peking  as  the  only  legitimate 
government  of  China  and  would  support 
Red  China  in  the  United  Nations. 

“It  would  be  quite  consistent  that  we 
would  be  expected  to  support  that 
government  as‘  occupying  the  China 
seat, ’’Sharp  said  in  reply  to  a parliamentary 
question.  He  said  he  “assumed”  China 
would  declare  its  support  for  the  U.N.

DIPLOMATIC  observers  at  the  United 
Nations  said  Canada’s  recognition  would 
have  little  effect  this  year  on  the  annual 
debate  on  whether  to  admit  Red  China, 
but  that  it  might  be  different  in  the  future. 

The  Joint  Communique  distributed  in 
Ottawa  and  Peking  and  Sharp’s  remarks 
made  it  quite  clear  that  Canada  would 
follow  a “one  China”  policy,  continuing  its 
trade  agreements  with  “the  government  of 
China”  and  ignoring  Taiwan’s  claims  to 
represent  the  Chinese  people. 

Canada  successfully  argued  that  it  could 
not  supporter  oppose  Peking’s  claims  to 
sovereignty  over  Taiwan.

Senate  ok's  prayer 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  State  unexpectedly  approved  Tuesday  a.  proposed 
constitutional  amendment— long  sought  by  the  late  Sen.  Everett  M.  Dirksen— intended  to 
nullify  the  Supreme  Court’s  ban  on  compulsory  prayers  in  public  schools. 

The  50-20  approval  came  on  a rider  to  a proposed  constitutional  amendment  giving 
women  legal  quality  with  men.  Earlier,  the  Senate  voted  36  to  33  to  exempt  women  from 
the  draft  should  the  proposed  amendment  ever  become  part  of  the  constitution. 

Both  provisions  were  expected  to  embroil  the  house-passed  women’s  rights  amendment 
in  even  more  controversy  and  thus  prevent  it  from  coming  to  a final  vote  in  this  session  of 
Congress. 

“I  think  we’ve  tolled  the  death  knell  for  women’s  rights  in  this  Congress,”  said  one 
supporter  of  the  amendment,  Sen.  Marlow  Cook,  R-Ky. 

The  school  prayer  rider,  proposed  repeatedly  by  Senate  GOP  leader  Dirksen  before  his 
death  last  year,  was  introduced  this  time  by  his  son-in-law,  Sen.  Howard  Baker,  R-Tenn. 

The  measure,  sought  to  override  the  Supreme  Court  ban  on  officially-conducted  prayer 
services  in  public  schools,  would  guarantee  the  right  “of  persons  lawfully  assembled,  in 
any  public  building  which  is  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  through  the  expenditure  of 
public  funds.  To  participate  in  nondenominational  prayer.” 

In  a brief  debate,  Baker  recalled  Dirksen’s  long  but  futile  battle  for  such  a 
constitutional  provision  and  said  it  would  be  appropriate  to  approve  the  amendment  in 
this  session. 

Proponents  of  the  antidraft  measure,  sponsored  by  Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin  Jr.,  D-N.C.,said 
they  would  press  for  even  further  revisions  in  the  house-passed  measure. 

“I’m  trying  to  protect  women  from  their  fool  friends  and  from  themselves,”  said  Ervin. 

Any  changes  made  by  the  Senate  would  have  to  be  reconciled  with  the  House,  which 
overwhelmingly  passed  the  proposed  amendment  last  summer.  For  this  reason,  most 
observers  predicted  it  had  no  chance  of  being  approved  by  Congress  in  this  session,  which 
ends  in  December.

Race  meeting  cancelled 
due  to  little  response 


A planned  four-day  conference  of  WAC 
student  leaders  and  editors  at  BYU  to 
discuss  race  relations  between  the  schools 
has  been  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  response, 
ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton  announced 
today. 

In  his  official  announcement,  Walton 
said  that  two  students  from  Arizona  State 


University  and  two  students  from  the 
University  of  Utah  will  visit  the  campus 
toward  the  end  of  this  week. 

When  asked  his  personal  feelings  about 
the  cancellation  Walton  replied,  “I  was 
disappointed.  It  was  a genuine  effort  on 
our  part.” 

Walton  noted  the  visit  of  the  University 
of  Arizona  fact-finding  team  to  BYU 
recently  and  said  his  office  was 
“appreciative  of  the  concern  shown  by  the 
students  there.”  “It  is  hoped  that  other 
such  teams  will  be  able  to  visit  in  the 
future,”  said  Walton. 

SOME  OF  the  schools  did  say  they 
would  be  interested  in  such  a conference  at 
a later  date,  stated  Walton. 

Walton  was  reluctant  to  cancel  the 
conference.  After  the  Oct.  10  deadline  for 
responses  to  his  invitation  of  several  weeks 
ago,  Walton  personally  contacted  several  of 
the  schools  by  telephone. 

He  originally  called  the  conference  in 
accordance  with  a resolution  passed  by  the 
WAC  student  body  presidents  in  June  1970 
which  expressed  a hope  that  this  coming 
year  would  produce  some  meaningful 
dialogue  aimed  at  understanding  the 
current  controversy  related  to  BYU,  the 
Mormon  Church,  and  black  students  on  the 
campuses  of  the  WAC  schools. 

When  Walton  sent  out  his  letter  of 
invitation,  the  letter  stated,  “We  are  aware 
that  mistrust  and  deceit  are  rampant  in  the 
world  and  we  are  aware  that  we  are  not 
perceived  by  some  as  we  ourselves  would 
like  to  be  perceived.  However,  we  are 
sincere  in  hoping  that  this  conference  will 
allow  you  the  opportunity  to  see  us  at 
home,  acting  the  way  we  usually  act  in  our 
everyday  affairs.”

I would  like  to  respond  to  the  article 
written  by  Bro.  Jacobs  concerning 
what  we  can  do  to  help  soft-peddle  the 
racism  that  we  are  accused  of  having 
here  at  the  Y.  There  are  two  or  three 
points  that  I would  like  to  make  in 
response. 

First:  All  any  person  has  to  do  to 
become  convinced  that  we  as  a whole 
are  not  racist  is  visit  the  campus.  This 
has  been  tried  and  proved  by  the  last 
visitors  that  we  have  had  from  Arizona. 
They  will  go  back  and  give  their 
reports  to  their  school.  Those  who 
have  the  "spirit  of  truth"  will  accept 
the  words  as  reported,  the  others  really 
don't  care.  Those  that  don't  care  are 
only  cause-seekers  and  are  not 
interested  in  truth.  This  has  been 
demonstrated  at  other  campuses  with 
other  causes.  To  try  and  appease  them 
is  only  flirting  with  trouble. 

I feel  that  the  only  thing  that  can  be 
done  is  to  deal  squarely  and  tell  people 
the  truth.  Namely,  we  are  powerless  to 
change  the  doctrine  of  who  gets  the 
priesthood  and  who  doesn't,  however, 
we  still  accept  them  as  brethren  and 
sisters  and  give  them  all  privileges  that 
are  available  to  any  other  member  or 
non-member  without  the  Priesthood.  I 
have  a lot  of  friends  without  the 
Priesthood  and  I don't  like  them  any  ’ 
less  for  it. 

Second:  It  was  suggested  that  we  set 
up  a fund  to  help  unfortunates.  This  I 
will  accept  as  a good  idea  but  I am 
against  the  suggested  means  of 
operation.  There  are  a lot  of  students 
here  by  the  skin  of  their  financial 
teeth.  Taking  out  a couple  of  dollars 
may  be  easy  for  some  but  very  hard  for 
others.  Possibly  a young  family  at  the 
Y has  a small  budget,  as  do  I,  and  has 
only  a few  dollars  extra  to  issue  for 
recreation  for  his  wife  and  children. 
Should  his  wife  and  children  be 
expected  to  go  without  even  though  he 
can? 

Possibly  there  are  students  here  who 
are  from  just  as  meager  circumstances 
as  those  for  whom  the  fund  is  for.  I 
feel  that  a fund  of  this  sort  is  good  but 
it  sould  be  optional  to  each  student,  as 
is  insurance,  the  Banyan  and  other 
things. 

I feel  that  possibly  a program  such  as 
this  could  more  wisely  be  run  through 
a club  or  association  such  as  the 


Alumni  association  or  the  Kiwanis 
Club  for  example.  They  would  be  able 
to  raise  funds  without  putting  burdens 
on  students  who  cannot  afford  an\) 
extras.  Another  method  would  be  to 
charge  $2.50  instead  of  $2.00  at  some 
of  the  special  functions  that  are  held 
periodically.  I am  sure  that  if  we  are 
really  interested  in  a fund  of  this  sort 
we  can  make  it  run  without  compelling 
students  to  pay  for  it  by  adding  to  the 
tuitions. 

Third:  Are  there  any  rules  in  the 
school  that  discriminate  against  any 
person  entering  other  than  grade  points 
and  dress  standards  that  we  all  have  to 
abide  by?  Couldn't  any  student  of  any 
color  or  origin  attend  this  school  if  he 
qualifies  the  same  as  you  or  I?  If  there 
is  a weakness  in  the  rules  of 
qualifications  then  I suggest  that  we 
re-evaluate  at  this  point  and  give 
everyone  the  same  opportunities. 

However,  I think  that  the  answers  to 
these  questions  would  only 
substantiate  that  we  are  fair  and 
interested  in  everyone  reaching  their 
true  potential  by  giving  them  the  same 
equal  opportunities.

Elder  Burton  calls  for 
change  among  members 


THE  SOVIET  government  said 
had  “always  adhered”  to  the 
nderstanding  reached  between 
resident  John  F.  Kennedy  and 
jrmer  Premier  Nikita  S. 
iruschev,  ending  the  1962  Cuban 
J rissile  crisis.

atroducing  other  offensive 
eapons  on  the  island. 

“The  Soviet  Union  has  not  built 
■<*  md  is  not  building  its  military 
■ase  Cuba  and  is  not  doing 
ny  thing  that  would  contradict 
he  understanding  between  the 
overnments  of  the  USSR  and  the 
fnited  States  in  1962,”  the 
Iremlin  statement  said,  ‘Those 
rho  deliberately  or  irresponsibly 
tre  taking  up  spreading  such 
lalsifications  play  into  the  hands 
lh  if  the  enemies  of  peace,”  it  said. 


‘‘It  is  pride,  haughtiness  and 
willful  disobedience  which  brings 
persons  into  such  desperate 
situations  that  repentance  is 
impossible,”  said  Elder  Theodore 
M.  Burton,  assistant  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  in 
yesterday’s  Devotional  Assembly. 

Citing  the  story  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  as  an  example,  Burton 
stressed  that  it  was  not  only  the 
sexual  impurity  of  the  people 
which  caused  their  destruction 
but  also  their  extreme  pride  and 
haughtiness. 

He  said  that  wicked  pride  is  a 
problem  today  but  that  it  “does 
not  refer  to  money  only.  Wealth  is 
given  to  us  as  a holy  trust,  not  to 
be  u$ed  for  ourselves  alone  but  to 
help  others.”  He  added  that  it  is 
the  so-called  Christians  who  are 
the  ones  guilty  of  intolerance,  an 
uncharitable  state  of  mind, 
arrogance  and  ignorance  of  the 
poor.

Burton  said  that  many  think 
welfare  is  for  the  lazy  and 
incompetent,  failing  to 
understand  the  sudden  problems 
that  can  arise,  causing  a person  to 
ask  for  help. 

In  answer  to  the  question  of  the 
ability  of  the  poor  and 
uneducated  converts  in  building 
up  the  kingdom,  Burton  replied 
that  we  must  “love,  fellowship, 
train  and  educate  them  and  let 
them  know  of  their  responsibility 
in  the  kingdom.” 

Further  illustrating  what 
Church  members  can  do  to  guard 
against  pride  and  haughtiness,  he 
said,  “We  must  cease  to  criticize 
those  who  leave  their  business  to 
serve  the  Church.  We  must  cease 
to  demand  elaborate  buildings  and 
temples  to  bolster  Church 
members.”  He  also  added  that  we 
must  cease  to  criticize  as  religious 
fanatics  those  who  devote  their 
lives  to  genealogy  and  temple 
work. 

In  conclusion,  Burton  charged 
BYU  students  to  take  advantage 
of  the  truth  taught  them  and  to 
prepare  for  positions  of 
leadership.  He  commended  the 
students’  efforts  in  the  Santaquin 
clean-up  as  the  type  of  leadership 
and  conccern  that  is  needed 
today.

Democracy  Week  slated 
for  Oct.  19-26  by  Rampton 


A proclamation  signed  by  Gov. 
Calvin  L.  Rampton  has  designated 
next  week,  October  19-26,  as 
“Democracy  Week”  in  Utah. 

In  conjunction  with  the 
observance,  the  “Let  the  People 
Speak  Foundation”  co-sponsors 
of  the  observance,  will  conduct  a 
membership  drive  and  round  of 
activities  for  BYU  students. 

According  to  David  Bingham,  a 
freshman  from  Idaho  Falls,  a 
meeting  will  be  held  today  at  7 
p.m.  in  1 15  JKB  to  introduce  the 
Foundation  and  organize  a 
chapter  on  campus. 

He  emphasized  that  the 
organization  is  a non-profit, 
non-partisan  organization. 

“It’s  strictly  moderate, 
middle-of-the-road.  One  of  the 
purposes  of  the  People  Speak  is  to 
provide  an  avenue  for  the  people 
to  participate  in  democratic 
government.” 

Bingham’s  brother,  Jeff,  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Utah, 
is  the  national  student 
coordinator , for  the  Foundation. 
He  became  involved  with  the 
organization  after  an 
advertisement  he  and  fellow 
students  sponsored  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune  last  May  caught  the 
attention  of  Dr.  Richard  Johnson, 
founder  of  the  People  Speak.  Dr. 
Johnson,  a former  Utahn, 
founded  the  People  Speak  in 
January,  1970.  His  purpose, 
according  to  Bingham,  was  to  give 


the  “silent  majority”  a chance  to 
have  a voice. 


Dr.  Saving  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Chicago 
and  has  taught  previously  at 
Michigan  State  University  and  the 
University  of  Washington.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Philadelphia 
Society,  a national  organization  of 
conservative  economists  and  is 
Professor  of  Economics  at  Texas 
A & M. 


Bingham  mentioned  that  the 
main  purpose  of  organizing 
chapters  on  college  campuses  was 
to  give  students  “the  chance  to 
make  the  system  work  within  the 
system,”  as  a contrast  to  minority 
radical  solutions. 


All  students  and  faculty  are 
invited  to  hear  Dr.  Saving  who  is 
being  sponsored  by  the  Academics 
Office,  the  Economics 
Department  and  Omnicron  Delta 
Epsilon. 


The  meeting  today  will  discuss 
various  activities  for  the 
up-coming  week,  along  with 
suggestions  for  a Constitution  for 
the  Chapter.  A former  graduate  of 
BYU  and  a co-founder  in  the 
organization,  Paul  J.  Robbins,  will 
speak  on  the  purposes  and 
principles  of  the  People  Speak.

Or  the  goal 
could  be  missed,  which  would  be 
more  embarrassing  than  the  same 
rate  of  unemployment  would  be 
had  no  goal  been  announced. 

“I  guess  we  are  stuck  with  it,” 
one  economist  said  of  the 
schedule. 

‘‘Unemployment  is  an 
emotional  thing,”  he  added.  “It 
doesn’t  affect  many  adults  for  a 
very  long  period  of  time.  But  it 
has  a death  ring.  When  the  rate 
grows,  people  think  of  the 
1930s.” 

McCracken,  asked  about  the 
goal,  confirmed  that  it  had  been 
set.  Then  he  added:  “I  cite  as  my 
authority  for  that,  the  President.” 

The  dilemma  for  economy 
managers  is  that  there  usually  is  a 
trade-off  between  inflation  and 
unemployment.  The  nation 
apparently  can  have  full 
employment  or  stable  prices  but  it 
cannot  have  both  at  the  same 
time. 


Nixon  hopes  to  break  that  mold 
by  producing  both  low 
unemployment  and  a low  rate  of 
inflation.  The  key,  administration 
officials  believe,  is  to  do  things 
gradually. 

The  cost  of  living  rose  in  August 
at  an  annual  rate  of  2.5  per  cent,  a 
figure  considered  to  be  relatively 
uninflationary.  But  it  took  20 
months  for  the  administration’s 
policies  to  produce  that  result  and 
it  was  achieved  at  the  cost  of  a 
business  slump  and  rising 
unemployment. 

Since  Nixon  took  office  in 
January,  1969,  unemployment 
has  risen  from  3.3  to  5.5  percent 
of  the  work  force,  an  increase  of 
1 .7  million  persons. 

The  administration  now  hopes 
for  a gradual  economic  upturn 
that  will  reduce  unemployment 
without  producing  renewed 
inflation.  Unemployment  did 
decline  in  the  early  1960s  without 
much  inflation.

The  cover,  as  full  of  hidden 
treasures  and  atrocities  as  the 
people  in  the  lion’s  face  of  the 
first  album,  is  wasted  as  a tie-in 
with  the  music,  just  as  references 
to  “Xemian,”  a book  written  by 
the  German  author  Nermann 
Hesse.  It  lacks  the  quality  of  the 
world  of  mysticism,  magic,  and 
theosophy  that  Hesse  stirred  his 
cavidron  pen  in. 

On  the  contrary,  it  is  earthy, 
though  not  as  simple  as  the 
malaguena  beat  of  the  first  album. 


“Singing  Winds,  Crying  Beasts,”  as 
the  best  cut  on  the  album,  is  a 
good  example  of  their 
musicianship  with  the  addition  of 
wind  chimes. 

There  is  less  singing  on  this 
album  than  the  other.  As  a 
basically  instrumental  group, 
Santana  adds  a voice  only  as  icing 
to  the  muy  presto  conga  rhythm 
in  “Black  Magic  Woman/Gypsy 
Queen,”  “Oye  Como  Va,”  and 
“Se  A Cabo.” 

A nice  slow  “after-the-party’s 
-over-let’s-jam”  tune  graces  the 
album  also.  One  disappointment, 


though  not  a detriment  to  the 
artistry  of  the  album,  is  that  the 
group  does  not  improvise  as  they 
did  with  “Soul  Sacrifice”  at 
Woodstock. 

The  group  is  made  by  its  master 
musicians,  who  are  worthy  of 
great  respect.  “Abraxas”  is  a must 
for  Santana  aficionados  and  for 
those  who  like  good  music  well 
done.

Insignia  illegal 
for  old  uniforms 

Students  who  wear  surplus 
military  '.clothing  should  be  aware 
that  they  may  be  in  violation  of 
federal  laws. 

According  to  Col.  Lawrence  H. 
Johnson,  Professor  of  Aerospace 
Studies  at  BYU,  the  wearing  of 
any  insignia  by  civilians  that  could 
identify  the  wearer  with  the 
Armed  Forces  is  illegal.  Students 
and  others  who  wear  such  insignia 
may  be  asked  to  remove  them. 
Refusal  to  do  so  is  a federal 
offense  and  may  be  punishable  by 
a prison  term. 

It  has  become  fashionable  in 
recent  times  across  the  country  to 
wear  discarded  or  surplus  articles 
of  military  clothing.  These  articles 
are  readily  available  to  the  public 
from  nearly  any  Army-Navy  store. 

In  order  that  students  may 
avoid  violating  any  federal 
ordinances,  insignia  is  defined  as 
any  rank,  collar  insignia,  ribbons, 
or  patches  that  may  be  identified 
with  any  branch  of  the  service, 
including  buttons.  It  also  includes 
the  words  U.S.  Army,  U.S.  Air 
Force,  or  any  other  service.
